"The Japaneaa tunnel into Port Ar- 
thur was completed on September 24 

and wa-^ iiiinit^dlately used. The re 
suit is unknown." 

Mul<dt'n, Oct. 4. — Tho situation ht-rc 
is unchanged. The Japanese are ac- 
tiVe west of Mukden. Tbe Russian 
cavalry forces aae strong in that direc- 
tion, their horses are In spl^did con- 
dition and the roads aic kooiI. Th» 
Japanese arc also activo i ;ist\varil and 
have btt n i( iuforrcd. 

London, Oct. 4. — £2xplaining the dn- 
tailB of the new Japanese military reg- 
ulation!, the Times correspondent at 
Toklo says it will ultimately make the 
total war strength of the army exceed 
J, 000 .000. 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 4.— Tho war 
cdmniHion adjourned Monday night 
iHtiout iMuing further news from the 
front. A press dispatch from Mul<den, 
Oled there at 10:30 o'clock Monday 
night, states that all is quiet there. 
There is intense interest here in de- 
veloiiments at Mukden, but the public

The little news received from 
I'ort Arthur comes from abroad, but 
little is satisfactory, inasmuch as it 
records a further repulse of the Jap- 
aneae attacks.

The report says that foundations 
have been constructed for the S9th 
Ohio regimental and battery monu- 
ments, which will be placed In posi- 
tion within a f' W iiioiiths. The Iowa 
Viclifclurg paik couunlssion has sign- 
ed a contract for the construction of 
Ita memorial in the park at a cost of 
HOD.OOO. The IlUnoiB Vicksburg park 
commission haa arranged for the con- 
t!t ruction of a state memorial to cost 
$200, (Kid 'I'lie commission has ap^ 
proved the request of the Pennsylva- 
nia Vlckaburg park commission to 
ptgoe its monument on a tract of land 
adjoining the ^general frant reserva' 
tloa on the north, the land embracing 
2.6f acres to be purchased by the 
I'ennsyhania coniniisslon and deeded 
to t)ie United States. An estimate of 
$150,000 is made for the necessary ex* 
penaea by the commission at the next 
flaeal year and it ia iuggested that the 
appropriation be made immediately 
available to meet existing c(mdition.-< 



Funeral Services Were Held at Wor 
cestcr, Mass., Monday. 

Worcester, Mass., Oct 4.— Funeral 
services for United States Senator 

(Jeorge Frisbie Hoar weie held here 
Monday. In the presence of many 
persons representing societies and as- 
eoclatlons, the city of Worcester, the 
eommohwealth of Masaachuaetts and 
the congress of the United States, the 
favorite hymns of the dead statesman 
i were KuiifT, the [<Oth Psalm was rend 
and two clergymen spoke words, eulo- 
yi/Auv: the man. who had been their 
friend for many yean. 

Public and private business In the 
city was suspended. Buildings were 
draped and pictures of Senator Hoar 
were generally displayed with synibolti 
of mourning in the windows. .Mem- 
bers of the volunteer militia who as- 
sisted in doing police duty, provided 
the only touch of formal display. 

The services, which were held In 
the little Church T'nity. which Senator 
Hoar attended, in accordance with the 
wishes of the senator, were of a most 
unceremonious nature. Three hjrmns 
were sung. Rev. Dr. Bush R. Sblppen. 
of Brocton, formerly pastor of the 
Church of the Unity, spoke briefly of 
his personal acquaintance with Sena- 
tor Hoar, and Dr. Kdward I^xeictt 
Hale, the venerable chaplain of the 
United States senate, schoolmate and 
lifelong friend of the senator, spoke 
at greater length, after having read a 
Psalm and offered a brief prayer. 

Thirty-five thousand people passed 
through the city hall and viewed the 
body of Senator George F. Hoar be- 
tween 4:80 and 9:30 Monday night. 
The four hours allotted for this cere- 
mony proved inadequate and an exten- 
sion of an hour was made. Fifty thou 
sand people massed in front of cltj 
hall and adjacent ways and man; 
cases of fainting women were noted 
Police aniliulances carried I'J peoid* 
from the eni'-li ut i heir homes and oth 
era were cared for in city hall. Whet 
the doors of the elty ball were closed 
at 6 o'clock Monday night Messrs 
Doherty and Earle. who will reraalr 
with the body constantly tmtil it 1;

Ky., Oct. 4.— The entire 
family of Eugene Napier, six mem- 
bers In all, of 218 28th street, were poi 
Boned, one perhaps fatally, by eating 
toadstools which they had mistaken 
for mushrocuii". Those made ill were: 
Mrs. Rebecca Napier, seriously; Mrs. 
Lucinda Fowler, probably fatally; 
Thomas Napier. 17, seriously; Ger- 
trude. 8. seriously: George, 10, slight- 
ly; Henry. 21, sliphtly. 

Hut for the heroic efforts of Mrs. 
Napier, tlie mother, who threw all 
thought of her own safety to the 
winds, three of her children would 
have died. 

When she was violently ill Mrs. N.a- 
pier pulled b< rt-elf from the lethargy 
into which she had fallen and prepar- 
ed a simple emetic of salt water, 
which temporarily stayed the effect of 
the poison until a physician arrived. 

The toadstools were picked by Thos. 
Napier Sunday rooming in an old lot 
in High street, between 87th and 28th 
streets.

— Judge Swartz, 
in the Montgomery cotmty court at 
Norristown, Monday refused to afTlrni 
a point in law submitted by an attor- 
ney that when a railroad employe falls 
asleep from physical weakneas, from 
Illness or from weariness from long 
Lours or steady t^mployment, and an 
accidt nt occurs, the employe should 
lie acquitted. In refusing to affirm it. 
Judge Swartz held that no man had a 
right to work on a railroad unless In 
line physical condition, and if he fell 
asleep, no matter from what cause, 
ho should discontinue work even 
though he should lose bis position, 
rather than Jeopardize human life by 
continuing on duty.

General I'ayne Monday uight was 
weal<er than at any previous stage of 
his illness, save during the worst ot 
his sinking spells, and his death, it is 
said, might occur at any moment. The 
most powerful stimulants in greater 
doses than ever were administered at 
fre(iueiu intervals and it would be due 
to them alone, it is said, if be survives 
the night. Without them It was ad- 
mitted he could not live more than a 
few hours. His pulse at times Monday 
was barely perceptible. There was a 
se\cre sinldng si)ell at noon .Monday 
nnd anotlii r shortly after 4 o'clock 
.Monday afternoon that lasted half an 
hour. During the sueeeMlng hours 
the sick man pained a little rest, 
though he could not sleep long at a 
lime. .\t ri:.;o oclock Monday ni^lit 
Dr. .Magrtider issued a bulletin saying 
that Mr. Payne continued to respond 
well to the remedies administered, and 
that there was a slight improvement. 
Mr. Payne was unconscious most of 
the linie. 

Mr. I'ayni umcw worse at 12:12 and 
the family was summoned to his bed- 
side.
